Every Democrat and every insurgent 
voted tor it. The result is a personal 
victory tor Senator La Follette, but it 
is doubtful lf the bill will pass Iu the 
form it goes from the senate. 
Representative 
Underwood, 
chair­ 
man of the ways and means commit­ 
tee of the house, declared after the 
passage of the La Follette compromise 
that no hill would be acceptable to the 
house Democrats except the Under 
wood hill. The LaFollette hill, whit h 
was the basts of compromise, carries 
duties oi "*» per cent on cloths and 
about 35 per «cut on carpets. 
Democrats Regard Duties as Protective 
Th** house Democrats regard these 
duties as protective. The Underwood 
bill carr cd but 2" per cent on raw 
wool, with corresponding duties on 
manufactures of wool. The Democrats* 
•ought to get un agreement with Hen 
utor LaFollette on a basis of 3u pei 
cent on law wool, with correapond.ng 
duties on products thereof, but It was 
evident that this measure could not 
have been passed. 
The object of the coalition is to em- 
bari ass President Taft. That is the 
avowed object, as stated by the Demo­ 
cratic caucus. Democrats would prof* 
ably have refused to support a bill 
carrying as high duties us the La­ 
Follette bill but for the belief that 
President Taft would veto It.
